We are preparing small en- 
velopes for the convenience of 
the members into which they 
can put their tithes and hand 
them into the treasury or treas- 
urer. The name and home ad- 
dress can be written on these 
envelopes to distinguish them 
one from another. This will al- 
so eliminate any doubt as to 
whether or not each member 
pays tithes. Paying tithes is not 
a test of membership or fellow- 
ship, but we want every member 
to pay tithes for the blessing 
they will receive and for the 
blessing that will come upon the 
Church as a whole. We want all 
the members to know that those 
who are over them in the Lord 
are watching for their souls as 
those who must give account.

Tsinanfu, Shantung, China. 
' Oct. 12, 1920. 
Dear Brother Tomlinson, and 
All the Saints: 
It has been a long time since 
I heard from you _ except 
through the paper and that I am 
always gladito get. Time does 
pass so quickly. So often I have 


, thought that I would send a 
letter to the paper every two 


weeks, but a month goes by so 
quickly untill do well to get 
one in each month, that is, I 
have written enough for you to 
have a letter each ‘month this 
year, except February and Sep- 
tember. I do hope that they 
have all been received. 

We had such a good meeting 
one: Sunday in August which I 
wanted to write you about, but 
I just failed to get it done. Our 
Chinese pastor spoke so beauti- 
fully about the Lord giving him 
light on the church. It did my 
heart so much good. He said at 
first he ‘was a little afraid, and 
others talked with him and 
wanted him to continue in an 
independent way, but, praise 
God, he obeyed Him and walked 
on in the light and since that 
time the enemy has shown his 
cloven foot so plain until this 
brother cannot help-but see it is 
God’s truth. Praise God. . 


I'll tell you, dear ones, if you 
could make a trip to China and 
return home, you would appreci- 
ate the church more than ever 
before. I never saw God’s 
church until after I came to 
China, but after we came here 
and I saw so many independent 
missions «nd so many of them 
having no fellowship with each 
other, I began to realize there 
was a cause for it somewhere. 
If an independent missionary 
breaks down in health or his 
time arrives to go home on a 
furlough, who is to look after 
HIS WORK? Then when he is 


.at home, he cannot really . get 


the rest and complete change 
he needs, for he is continually 
exercised about getting up 
money to keep his work going 
while he is away or to. bring 
back enough to build him a 
house etc. Often while he is at 
home, his work runs down and 
his flock gets scattered because 
his mission was HIS OWN, run 
according to HIS OWN IDEAS 
AND OPINIONS, while the mis- 
sionary he got to look after his 
mission work, while he was a- 
way, had different ideas and 
tried to enforce them, but it 
would not work with these peo- 
ple who had been accustomed 
to a certain way all the time. 
The. Genominationa]. boards 
have rules and regulations for 
each Mission station and all 
questions are decided accord- 
ingly and by people who are 


familiar with the situation and) 


are of mature judgment. If one 
drops out for any purpose, there 
is always one to take his place 
and his work goes on just as 
much perhaps as if that one had 
never come out to China. Then 
when he goes home he can help 
to arouse interest in the Mission 
work’of the church, not his own 
mission. I have seen so much of 
“ME AND MY WORK” until I 
am really disgusted. One inde- 
pendent mission here in China, 
run by lovely people, they ap- 
peared to be, sold out their prop- 
érty for several thousand dol- 
lars and returned to America 
and I heard, went with their son 
to South America as mission- 
aries, after they had lived here 
for years and learned the lan- 
guage of these people. God is 
a business God and I don’t be- 
lieve He would lead people to do 
that. I met those people once, 
when they’ were traveling in 
America and they gave such in- 
teresting spiritual talks but, of 
course, when they felt to leave 
the field they were independent 
and did not belong to any or- 
ganized work, so they could do 
ag they pleased and there was 
no one with them to keep the 
work going, perhaps, so they 
eould not very well do other 
than they did, but what about 
the money which was given for 
mission work here in China? 

I could tell many things but 
time forbids. I have noticed 


though from the readings of the} 


Evangel that some object to re- 
porting, and various other sys- 
tems recommended by the As- 
sembly, but do «you know, 


' friends, lam so'happy to tell 


the people out here in China 
that I belong to a STRICT or- 
ganized work and I see organi- 


- 





zation plainer in the Scriptures 
every day I live. We are to teach 
the same thing. How can I ask 
certain missionaries to come 
and help us in meetings or at- 
tend our special meetings when 
they teach such different doc- 
trine? It will split up the work 
and I must guard against splits 
and divisions. I do want to be 


‘true to the church and obey the 


rulings of the Assembly for I 
know they are according to the 
Word-.of God and for our good 
and those over us of mature ex- 
perience can see further ahead 
than some of us, so we should 
be willing to listen and follow 
on. 
Many people favor the com- 
ing together of all the Pente- 
costal people and have _ fellow- 
ship and lay aside: doctrine etc. 
and just have a co-operative 
body, but I tell you, friends, it 
won’t work. There cannot be 
the close fellowship with some 
teaching one thing and some 
another. It certainly will not 
work on the foreign field, in the 
work among the natives. Then 
above all, it isnot Scriptural. 
I love all the Lord’s people 
wherever I find them and I try 
to always manifest a loving 
spifit toward them and have 
sweet friends among them all, 
but I cannot have close fellow- 
ship with them unless we teach 
the same thing. Praise God for- 
ever. It is not narrowness as 
some may think, but according 
to the Word- 

O, how Ido long for some 
Church of God missionaries to 
come out here. I have prayed so 
earnestly and I know God hears 
and answers prayer and I feel 
sure He has been talking to 
some of you to hurry and come, 
but you have not yielded to the 
call. Don’t put it off, friends, we 
must work while it is called to- 
day for soon the night cometh 
when no man can work. 

The Lord bless you every one 
and burden you for the foreign 
field as never before, remem- 
bering that there are no foreign 
fields with God, that China is as 
precious to Him as America and 
the command to GO is just as 
strong as the day it was given. 
We cannot afford to look at the 
outward situation and tumult 
and high prices in the world to- 
day, but follow on and obey His
